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We have just received copies of Tien pen magazine for February 18, March 4 and April 1. 
In these numbers the Shanghai Baptist pastor Ch’i Ch’ing-ts’ai has a series of articles on the 
Lord's Prayer, discussing one petition in each issue. There are also several other devotional arti- 


cles in each number, and one of a more theological nature, on the Incarnation. 


Several new books are being advertised. Chester Miao has now published a study of 
**Samuel - God’s Faithful Priest.’ Chia Yu-ming’s Bible Summary has now proceeded to Volume 
V, the first volume being on the Pentateuch, second and third on the historical books, fourth on 
the wisdom literature, and fifth on the major prophets. Ch’i Ch’ing-ts’ai has a book on the Gos- 
pel of Mark. Y.T. Wu's speech at the Chinese People’s Political Consultative Conference is ad- 

sed in pamphlet form. The Nanking Seminary Music Department continues to put out mus. 

hoirs. They were advertising four Easter songs: In Joseph's Lovely Garden, Fairest Lord 
Jesus, Christ is Risen (Ukrainian Folksong), and As it Began to Dawn, by Charles Vincent. The 
YM magazine Words of Grace (En Yen) which we have recently mentioned,has a full back page 
ad. It is a bi-monthly, subscription price fifty cents. A reproduction of several covers of this 
magazine shows them to be attractively printed with copies of famous religious pictures, such as 
Durer’s Praying Hands. Prof. J.F. Li of Yenching has a book on Jeremiah; Bishop K.H. Ting and 
others have published a collection of sermons. 


The Christian book stores in Shanghai have united. This is a union of four stores, Association 
Press, Christian Literature Society, China Sunday School Union, and the Baptist Publication So- 
ciety. The union concerns only the retail distribution, and not the publication, which remains 
under the separate imprints. However, it includes both over the counter sales and mail orders. 
The merger was effected last year on December 5, at which time the new Board of Trustees met. 
J. Usang Ly was elected Chairman, and Chia Yu-ming, Li Tien-lu and Ch’i Ch’ing-ts’ai vice- 
chairmen. Huang Pei-yung is secretary. Kiang Wen-han is Executive Secretary, with Yang 
Shao-t’ang, Chester Miao, W.B. Djang, Shen Teh-jung, Jen Ta-ling and Chou Sheng-k’ang as 
assistants. The bookstore is being carried on in the Christian Literature Society building. 


One subject which is repeatedly mentioned in these issues is the place of women in the 
church. The discussion was precipitated by an article by a Bible woman, in which she protested 
against the discrimination shown toward women workers in the church and demanded equality 
both in salary and in ordination rights. Most of the comments are very sympathetic to her de- 
mands, but there is one in the February 8 Tien Feng that seems to be written in a rather sardonic 
vein. The writer is anonymous. His general line is a soothing note, assuring her that whatever of 
her demands are just will surely be granted sooner or later, and just be patient! On ordination he 
says, ‘The Methodist Church has already granted ordination to women, and they can even be 
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district superintendents (probably referring to a Bible woman who is district superintendent in 2 
sing). Other churches do not yet have this system, but let this Bible woman be patient; it will 
come.*’ Ina later issue another correspondent takes this one to task for his attitude of resignation, 
pointing out that if the Communists had had such a resigned attitude toward the evils of National- 
ist China they still wouldn't have come to power.

CHINESE STUDENT AND ALUMNI SERVICES 


The New York CSAS center will be closed at the end of June, thus bringing to an end a very 
useful joint project of the China Committee of this office and the United Board. Boston and Phila- 
delphia centers have already been closed. Seattle center is being officially closed, but Dr. Don 
Irwin will continue the work he has been doing under Presbyterian auspices. 


The Chicago center will however remain open. The Methodist Women’s Board has agreed 
to continue the salary of Miss Ellen Studley, and an active group of mid-west Chinese has raised 
enough to assure the continuance of the work. 


Meanwhile the Rev. Gardner Tewksbury will continue his assignment with the Presbyterian 
Board as pastor-at-large for all the Chinese of northeast United States. His address is 18K Geor- 


gian Court, Foster Village, Bergenfield, N. J. 


The China Committee and the United Board are not abandoning their concern for this type of 
work, but are hoping to see it administered in the future through some agency more properly in 
charge of work within the United States.

RED DRAGON OVER CHINA 


This is a book published in 1956 by the Augsburg Publishing House, Minneapolis, (price 
$3.50). The author is the Rev. Harold H. Martinson, born in China of missionary parents, and 
himself a missionary of the Lutheran United Mission from 1930 on. 


Part I., in twelve chapters, tells the story of the rise of the Communist Party in China, from 
its beginnings to its final success in 1959. He says in his preface that he had not come across 
“a single satisfactory survey of the rise of Communism in China, ** this despite the fact that he 
refers in his bibliography to Brandt, Schwartz and Fairbank A Documentary History of Chinese 
Communism (Harvard U. Press, 1952). For a severely objective historical account I would prefer 
the Harvard publication, but evidently it was too impartial for his purposes. Martinson is a man 


gv a strong anti-Communist mission. 


The history here is I think quite reliable. He has done his own research on the subject, and 
is not dependent on secondary sources. -His account of the period 1945-49 seems to me rather 
inadequate. He follows the Knowland-Judd line in ascribing the Nationalist breakdown to the 
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
